SHELL-TORN, HE 
ENLISTS AGAIN. 


Wearer of the Victoria Cross 
— Leaves Here for Front. 


Three Years of War. — 


Father 
Killed in France. 


Three years a soldier, three times 
a hero upon French battle fields, 
wearer of the Victoria Cross and 
now heroically re-entering the war 
in which his father and five brothers 
have fallen facing the world’s great- 
est enemy—such is the record of W. 
A. Crisp, 19 years old, of Winnipeg, 
Can., who celebrated Flag Day yes- 
terday by leaving for the front to 
re-enliet in his former regiment. 

The spirit of the free men of the 
world lives in this slender-bodied 
youth, who wears a smile upon his 
lips and two bars, denoting wounds 
received in action, upon his coat 
sleeve. Debonair, with his Victoria 
Cross hidden in his coat and with 
a distinguished conduct medal only 
showing in his lapel, Crisp came to 
Los Angeles Wednesday from the 
desert, where for weeks he had 
worked hard in the clean air of the 
sand@ bullding anew his body that 
he might offer it for the principles 
and for the country he loves. 
Thursday he was examined by Dr. 
A. D. Houghton of the British- 
Canadian recruiting mission in the 


again. He left yesterday morning. 

Five months ago Crisp came to 
this city, with halting steps, walk- 
ing with the aid of a cane, wasted In 
body, tortured in mind, and here be- 
gan again his personal struggle, his 
overwhelming effort to “do his bit.” 
Fresh from the fields of France, with 
shrapnel scars upon his back and 
his abdomen, his nerves frayed from 
shell-shock, but still with his smile,

Lack Purchasers. 


Rule Obstacle. — 


Imperial Valley Farmers in an 
Awkward Fix. 


Thousands of sacks of barley are 
stacked, uncovered, in the Sfeilds of 
the Imperial Valley, waiting for a 
market, according to A. Brad@- 
ford of Placentia, who owns a 1000- 
acre ranch near Calipatria, and whe 
describes the situation as “unique 
and desperate.” 

“With our middlemen and the 
mills helpless because of the 
ernment order prohibiting ‘hoard- 
ing.’ and abié te buy in small 
amounts,” said Mr. Bradford yes- 
terday, upon returning from a trip

great expense to- produce a big crop, 
find ourselves without a buyer—net 
because the market is low, for bar- 
ley ts now selling in that section 
for more than wheat, but because 
we lack a distributor to work be- 
tween producer and consumer.”

Rail Builder and Attorney 
Owned Much Property. 


Estimate Holdings at Around 
Half Million Dollars. 


Many Here Included in List of 
the Beneficiaries. _

WHEAT RULES. 


Restaurant Jury Convicts Eat- 
ing-house Men. 


Box Lunches will be Watched 
More Closely. 


Stricter Sugar Regulations in 
Effect Today. 


Three Lon Angeles restaurant 
proprietors were found guilty of 
violating the rules of the United 


States Food Administration regard- 
ing the serving of wheat products 
in publie eating places, at the first 
meeting of the Los Angeles restau- 
rant jury, held yesterday afternoon 
in the offices of the local Food Ad- 
ministration, 318 N. Van Nuys 
Building. 

Five cases were set for trial. One 
was dismissed and one defendant 
failed to appear. The case dismissed, 
the first on the docket, was that of 
a restaurant owner who had placed 
too much wheat bread and pastries 
in a box luncheon. It developed that 
the box lunch business is one of 
the hardest to keep check on. In 
dismissing the case the jury re- 
quested the press to state that every 
restaurant owner must hereafter 
receive a statement from the cus- 
tomer stating how many persons 
each lunch ts for, and the Food Ad- 
ministration wil! hold the restaurant 
owner strictly accpuntable for the 
amount of wheat products that go 
into each box. 

The second case was of a man 
who had served two slices of toast 
and later served the same custom- 
er three more sifices of bread. He 
was found guilty after the jury had 
deliberated only five minutes. 

FLAGR VIOLATION. 


The third case proved the most 
flagrant violation. three separate 
charges being made against the de- 
fendant. Serving wheat products, 
euch as spaghetti! and macaroni, 
after 5 p.m. and on wheattess days, 
serving wheat bread without the 
specific order of the customer, and 
serving a second of bread 
the 

gnorance of the a 
watters was the the de- 

dant, coupled with the plea that 
his wife was an earnest worker for 
the Red Cross. His plea failed to 
impress the fury.and he was de- 
clared guilty. 

The fourth case was for serving 
wheat products after 5 p.m. This de- 
fendant was a Greek, who asserted 
that he could neither read nor write 
Finglich. He had an Interpreter pres- 
ent. The fact that a violation had 
heen committed made the fury re- 
turn the only verdict possible, that 
of grulity. 

. After the findings of the fury. 
Louts M. Cole, citv Food Adminis- 
trator, called the defendants before 
him and told them thev had an op- 
tion of two courses, namely elther 
to close their ces of business for 
twenty-four hours and place a sign 
on the door, stating that they were 
closing voluntarily for violation of 
the rules of the Food A@ministra- 
tion, or they could have the finding 
and evidence of their cases (for- 
warded to Ralph FP. Merritt. State 
Food Commiasioner. and leavé their 
punishment tn his hands. 

TIME TO CONSIDER. 

All the defendants requested time 
for consideration. Mr' Cole gave 
them until 10 o’clock Monday morn- 
ing to reach a decision. Names of 
the men found guilty will be made 
public when punishment is inflicted.
